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THE BABY’S DEVELOPMENT. 


A baby in a family, especially the 
first baby, is a source of unending 
entertainment. Nothing is more 
een than to watch the gra- 
dually increasing signs of intelli- 
gence as the special senses develop 
one after the other, and to see the 
mind unfold as the body enlarges 
and grows apace. 

The first of the senses to be de- 
veloped is that of touch. This is 
present at birth, although it is not 
very acute. But it rapidly increas- 
es, and very soon the crying and 
fretting of the baby, it a pin 
scratches or the clothing presses 
unduly ip any part, afford ample 
proof that this sense is well devel- 
oped. ; 

Taste and smell are present ear- 
ly, but do not become at all acute 
or discriminating until after infancy 
's past. 

nfants are not born with their 
eyes shut, but they might as well 
be, for they are as blind as kittens. 
They appear to distinguish between 
daylight and darkness, and a child 
a few weeks old is evidently inter- 
ested when a bright object is moved 
before his eyes, but it is two or 
three months before the child evi- 
dently recognizes a face—even its 
mother’s. This is through no fault 
of the eyes, but is due to the fact 


that the brain is not sufficiently de- 


veloped ;to record and interpret 
what the eyes see. 

The new-born child is deaf as well 
as blind, but usually notices loud 
noises by the middle or end of the 
second week. The direction from 
which a sound comes seems to be 
recognized about the end of the 
third month. It is some time after 
that—anywhere from two weeks to 


two months later—before the baby|: 


can distinguish different sounds or 
recognize its mother’s voice. Babies 
like noises, if they are not too loud 
vr too sudden, and they are parti- 
cularly pleased with rattling or 
jingling sounds, especially if they 
are more or less rhythmic. 

By the end of the first half-year 
an infant will show pleasure on 
hearing music, menacielic singing, 
although humming on a few notes 
will usually give 1t as much plea- 
sure apparently as actual singing. 

A chjld’s movements at first are 
withows significance or reason, and 
its kicking, clinching of fists and 
making faces seem to be merely in- 
stinctive ‘exercise of its new mus- 
cles, just as its crying serves to ex- 
pand its lungs. Other motions are 
reflex or instinctive, and purpose- 


ful muscular movements are of 
course not made until the brain is 
sufficiently developed to 


them.—Youth’s Companion.

Englishmen, Scotsmen and Irish- 
men in the Service of Semi- 
Civilized Nations. 


Everyone has heard of Sir Rob- 
prt Hart, Inspector-General of the 
mperial Maritime Customs of 
China, who is now returning to 
Engtand. He has held that post 
for forty-five years, and no one man 
has. ever had a greater influence on 
shaping the destinies of a foreign 
nation, says Pearson’s Weekly.

GERMANY OUT BORROWING. 


Already the American army is 
finding the benefit of uniforms 
which fit properly and are well 
adapted for the work done by their 
wearers. 

Mention of America calls to mind 
the fact that the late admiral of 
the fleet of the black republic of 
Hayti was a Scotsman. His name 
was Killick, and he was a first-class 
fighting man. His end was a 
plucky one.

All these German-engaged Brit- 
ish} workmen are guaranteed a 
year’s work with a minimum wage 
of 4s. 3d. a day. Also their pas- 
sages are paid. This borrowing by 
iGermany is fast becoming a seri- 
cus matter for ourselves.

Twenty-One Rulers of Civilized 
Countries Murdered in Just 
Over a Century! 


No wonder a timid man like the 
Czar shuts himself in fortified pa- 
laces, and everyone is constantly 
quoting Shakespeare’s words, ‘‘Un- 
easy lies the head that wears. a 
crown.’’ 

The assassination of King Alex- 
ander and Queen Draga of Servia 
occurred in June, 1903. How the 
young King disgusted his Ministers 
and the army and rendered himself 
generally unpopular by marrying 
Mme. Maschin, his mother’s lady- 
in-waiting, is too recent history to 
need more than a passing mention 
here. It is interesting to note, 
hewever, that most of the army of- 
fficers who carried out the plot, and 
actually murdered the King and 
Queen in the palace, are not only 
alive, but still hold prominent mili- 
tary appointments. Moreover, they 
were paid $60,000 for the deed. 


EMPRESS OF AUSTRIA SLAIN. 


Three years previous to the Ser- 
vian tragedy King Humbert of Italy 
was slain by the anarchist Bresci; 
while in 1898 the cruel and utterly 
purposeless murder of the beauti- 
ful and gracious Empress of Au- 
stria took place. ‘The Empress was 
passing through Geneva on her re- 
turn from Wiesbaden, where she 
had been for treatment of a heart 
affection, when she was stabbed 
with a small file-shaped stiletto, 
which pierced her heart. King 
Humbert was shot while entering 
hiv carriage, and it is an extraor- 
dinary fact that he had twice previ- 
ously escaped being murdered only 
by a hair’s-breadth. In Naples in 
1878 a man rushed up and tried to 
stab His Majesty with a poniard, 
but the King escaped with a slight 
scratch; while nineteen years later, 
as King Humbert was driving to 
the Capanelle Racecourse, a work- 
man struck at him with a dagger. 
Luckily the blow was averted. 

Included in the twenty-one rul- 
ers already mentioned are eight 
Presidents who have been assassin- 
ated, and it is a singular fact that 
three of these were Presidents of 
America; and they have all been 
murdered within the last forty-five 
years. First came President Lin- 
coln in 1865, Garfield in 1881, and 
McKinley twenty years later. 


THE MURDER OF LINCOLN

Lin- 
coln went to Ford’s Theatre in

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PILE HOUSES IN AFRICA. 
Natives Living ona Lake 
Prehistoric Times. 


At Lake Nokoue, on the Guinea 
coast in Africa, there are a number 
of villages that stood on_ piles 
above the waters of the Swiss lakes. 
There are many scores of huts with 
gable ends and grass roofs lifted 
on pilestoa height of about seven 
feet above the water. Rude ver- 
andas surround the huts, with fen- 
ees along their outer edge to keep 
the babies from rolling into the 
lake. 

Seantily draped men and women 
lat all hours of the day are floating 
in dugouts on the quiet waters en- 
gauged in fishing, their chief means 
of livelihood. Poles instead of pad- 
dles are used to propel the canoes, 
tor the water of the lake is nowhere 
more than over five or six feet in 
depth. 

A wide natural channel extends 
southward from the lake to within 
5(0 feet of the Atlantic. For some 
reason, vears ago, the whites on 
the coast decided to connect the 
elannel with the sea. The results 
were disastrous to the poor lake 
dwellers. 

The tides brought floods of ocean 
water into.the lake, which became 
eo salt that the natives could not 
drink the water and many of their 
cattle perished. The fresh water 
fish were very much surprised by 
the changed conditions and retreat- 
ed up the So River, while sea fish 
found a new home in the lake. 

As no good was gained by this in- 
novation the connection between 
the sea and the lake was closed 
again, and although the lake is 
<till a little braekish the river fish 
jhave come back to their old haunts 
among the lake dwellings. <A few 
sea fish are still living in the lake. 
The change from salinity to com- 
parative freshness came about so 
gradually that they grew accustom- 
ea to the different conditions.

All who have seen these lake dwel- 
lers in their homes agree that there 
is searcely. any aspect of human ex- 
istence in Africa which is so cheer- 
less and uninviting as that of these 
hundreds of people floating on ‘the 
water or reposing on the rude plat- 
forms that support their huts.

to dinner when the explosion took 
place. 

His Majesty's ‘‘Guardian Angel, 
however, was powerless against the 
Nihilist’s bombs of 1881. The Em- 
peror was returning to the Winter 
Palace after a military review, 
when his carriage was suddenly 
shattered by a bomb. Several of 
the escort were killed, but strange- 
ly enough the Czar himself remain- 
ed unhurt. After inquiring about 
the wounded, His Majesty, with 
phenomenal coolness, continued his 
progress on foot. He had advanced 
but a few steps when another bomb 
exploded at his feet, and mangled 
his body in the most frightful man- 
ner. He died a few hours later. 

Fro m1$72 to 1876 four rulers were 
assassinated—namely, Colonel Bal- 
ta, President of Peru; moreno, 
President of Ecuador; Guttierez, 
President of Peru in 1872-3; and the 
Sultan Abdul-Aziz. At the time it 
was given out that the latter, hav- 
ing gone mad, had committed sui- 
cide by cutting the arteries of his 
arm: but in June, 1881, vamous 
high officials, including the Sultan’s 
brother-in-law, were convicted of 
the murder of the Sultan. 

Perhaps the most barbarous as- 
sassination on record was that of 
the Queen of Korea in 1896, when 
a band of hired Japanese assassins, 
backed by Korean troops, entered 
the palace and hacked the Queen 
and two ladies of the Caurt to piec- 
es, afterwards burning the bodies 
with parafin.—London Tit-Bits.

For instance, if a man in- 
sured his furniture for $2,500, he 
would, on the destruction by fire of 
the whole of it, expect to receive 
the full $2,500, and on which 
amount he has paid his premiums. 
_ An insurance policy, however, be- 
ing in the nature of an indemnity, 
cnly enables him to recover his ac- 
tual loss. Thus, if his furniture 
were worth $1,250, that” is the 
amount he would receive from the 
insurance company. whatever 
greater sum he may have insured 
kus furniture for. 

A life-insurance policy is quite a 
different proposition.

Fraud 
will always render a contract void ;

self, the policy may be voidable ; 
and if he should die at the hands
